Things Look Up 


Some time ago Foreign Secretary Bevin 
said he could change the whole picture of 
Europe if British miners would give him 
20,000,000 tons of coal per year to export. It 
looks as though he may get the chance. The 


miners have responded in a way that prom- 
ises to produce 30,000,000 tons per year 


for sale abroad. 


Whether or not that will change the pic- 
ture of Europe, it will go a long way to 
ehange the position and the outlook for 


Britain, No other single industrial improve- 
ment could do more, or as much, to move 
that country along the road to recovery. For 
a surplus of 20 or 30 million tons per year for 
export would mean that British factories 
could run full time and at full capacity, and 
that plenty of fuel was available for heating 
homes and other purposes. 

Canada, which has backed Britain heav- 
ily by selling it food at less than the inflated 
prices in the United States, and selling on 
time, has a direct interest in this bettered 
position of the key-industry in the old land. 
The same interest that a merchant has when 
his best customer comes into a larger income 
and is able to start paying off his debts and 
buying for cash. 


Canada’s Fuel Problem 

Parliament had a timely discussion the 
other day on the need of a national fuel 
policy, a policy of a new and constructive 
type, aimed at the discovery of new deposits 
of coal and oil, as well as the energetic de- 
velopment of those already known to exist. 

Hitherto Canadians have taken it for 
granted that there are no coal resources in 
the Dominion except in the western and 
eastern ends, and no considerable oil reserves 
except in Alberta and south-western Ontario. 
As a consequence central Canada has depend- 
ed on the United States for coal and oi] and 
sent hundreds of millions of dollars across 
the line every year to pay for these imports. 

Alberta and Nova Scotia have profited in 
degree, but only in small degree, because 
Ontario and Quebec have no known coal 
deposits. The bulk of the benefit has gone to 
mining interests in the United States; while 
about 90 per cent of the financial benefits 
from our oil needs have gone the same way. 

Now that oil imports are threatened with 
eurtailment, if not with complete stoppage 
for a time, and coal imports have in recent 
years also been periodically curtailed, it 
would seem to be time to start a more 
thorough exploration than has yet been 
made of the ceutral provinces, with a view to 
finding if there are undiscovered deposits of 
these fuels in that area, 

The advantages of keeping coal-money 
and oil-money in Canada would far exceed 
any loss that Alberta and Nova Scotia would 
be likely to suffer if such resources were 
found. Increase of population in the west and 
the east will provide markets for the coal 
mines of these areas: and as for oil there is 
no danger whatever of home-production 
overtaking the home-demand. 


Delhi—and Sarajevo 

The assassination of Gandhi was a peculi- 
arly atrocious crime, like the murder of a 
child, He was an inoffensive man, in the 
positive sense of that term, one whose creed 
was inoffensiveness. He went about preach- 
ing peace, harmony, love. He opposed vio- 
jence, in the very centres where violence was 
rampant, at the risk of his life. He sacrificed 
the opportunities which exceptional talents 


gave him to acquire wealth and live in luxury, 


in order that he might mingle with the poor 
and carry his message to the outcast, His 
judgment was often questioned; his sincerity 
never, 

That such a man should incur personal 
enmity is almost impossible. The conclusion 
is irresistible that he was killed by a lunatic 
or a fool, 

His assassin, like Gandhi is a Hindu. If he 
¢an be supposed to have been moved by any 
rational purpose it must have been a deliber- 
ate desire to provoke the Hindus and Mos- 
lems into making war upon each other. That 
he knew—if he was sane—that this would 
likely result, is unquestionable. His crime 
compares with that of another man who 
fired a fatal shot—at Sarajevo—though the 
latter had even less reason to suppose that 
his act would doom thousands to death. 

Only time wil) show whether the murder 
of Gandhi will set India aflame. If it does not, 
that will be largely because the influence of 
the Mahatma lives after him, and is power- 
ful enough to quell the traditional impulses 
of his people, It is fortunate that it was a 
Hindu, not a Moslem, who did the killing. 
Had he been a Moslem, the cry for vengeance 
would be raised and war inevitable, 
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A Good Time to Explain 

It is to be hoped a cabbage-head is not 
the symbol of the way food dealers in To- 
ronto and Montreal treat their customers. 
In those cities fifteen cants per pound has 
been demanded for the vegetable component 
in a Jiggs’ dinner. A ceiling has therefore had 
to be imposed, and the wholesale rate is to 
be five cents per pound, which should make 
the cost to the consumer about half what he 
has been paying—or refusing to pay. 

The head of the market gardeners’ or- 
ganization stated a week or so ago that they 
were not getting the benefit of the famine- 
price, That puts it up to those who handle 
vegetables between the gardan and the table 
to say who has been getting the money, If 
they do not say, every person in the delivery 
chain will get a share of the blame, And the 
public will suspect that prices of other foods 
are jacked up “all the traffic will bear” at 
every step in the journey from producer to 
consumer. 


The Intimacy of Christ 

Man is essentially a lonely creature. When 
measured against the two thousand million 
inhabitants of the earth, a single personality 
is very much on its own. And yet man craves 
above everything else the intimacies of con- 
tact. This yearning for companionship is 
the very basis of every social structure. 

One of the reasons why the Christian Faith 
wins the hearts of men as no other spiritual 
force has ever done is that the Christian faith 
fills so adequately this fundamental human 
need, 

The best of philosophies have dealt only 
with abstractions. There have been many 
fine and noble spiritual teachings which con- 
cerned themselves mostly with men in the 
mass, not with men as individuals. Many 
great and splendid forces have exerted them. 
selves to save humanity. Only Christ has 
stretched out His hand to save “you” and 
“me”, 

This emphasis on the individual, on the 
dignity and value of the individual, is char- 
acteristically and almost exclusively Chris- 
tian. 

It is borne out in the behavior of Jesus 
Himself. Beyond the Sermon on the Mount, 
there are few instances of His mass teaching. 
But the Gospels are crowded with His deal- 
ings with individual men. His calling of the 
disciples, His miracles, His conversations 
with the woman of Samaria at Jacob's Well, 
with the young aristocrat, with Nicodemus, 
all have the personal flavor, and His injunc- 
tions to each were suited to the peculiar per- 
sonal need of each. Y 

The Christian Faith is an intimate Faith 
because Christ is not only the King of the 
World and the Saviour of Men but the friend 
and helper of each human soul.

These charges and the disposal 
of them have nothing to do with us 
here. They have become judicial 
problems exclusively and the guilt 
or innocence of the accused, let it 
be thoroughly understood, does not 
enter into the present discussion, 


But I do object strenuously, as 
man journalists will object, to the 
interjection into the court actions 
of a great and vital principle which 
could not possibly be affected, one 
way or another, by the fate of a 
handful of defendants, 

Therefore, I propose, with com- 
mendable brevity, to write a few 
words about the freedom of the 
press and what it really means. 


Personal Freedom 


The freedom of the press is a 
monumental human_ principle, 
transcending the debatable inter- 
pretations of the Criminal Code, 
because it is symbolic of all per- 
sonal freedom. 

The press is only free as people 
are free, It is restrained as people 
are restrained. And it is restrain- 
ed in the same manner and by the

Function 

The primary function of the press 
is to inform the public. It informs 
the public by printing all the news 
it can in decency print and by of- 
fering intelligent interpretation and 
background of that news, 

The news interpretations of the 
press are boundgto have certain 
characteristic slants because most 
publications stand for a definite set 
of principles. In short, news inter- 
pretation will inevitably be colored 
by viewpoint, But that does not 
mean that elther news or interpret- 
ation should be distorted by view- 

oint. 

Distortion of the news is a highly 
unprofitable process because news 
distortion is tantamount to lying 
And a confirmed liar is just as un- 
popular and suspect among news. 
papers as a confirmed liar is un. 
popular and suspect in a neighbor- 
hood. 

It all comes back to the definition 
of the press and the freedom of the 
press offered a few paragraphs 


back—the press is free as people} 


are free and is bound by the same 
conventions of decency and usage 
as bind the behavior of people. 

No code of law, is necessary to 
interpret that, 


Interest Only 


A good journalist is deeply inter- 
ested in all people and all things. 
He is devoted to the formulation of 
intelligent public opinion. 

But interest should not be de- 
bauched into a degraded inquisi- 
tiveness. Interest at no time should 
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Freedom of the Press 


taste or common 
decency. 


is limited by the behavior of indi- 
viduals. 

I speak, in all these matters, of 
the press as it should be, not neces- 
sarily of the press as in some places 
lit is. No one deplores more than 
sound journalists the blackmailing, 
indecent and ruthless antics of some 
| newspapers, 

Good journalism will behave with 
taste, respect authentic privacy and 
print all the news, not as something 
| for sale, but as something the pub- 
| lie is entitled to have. 

It is impossible, therefore, that the 
freedom of the press shoud be on 
trial in this or any other court 
action. 

That freedom is fundamental, it 
is basic. It is as natural and in- 
| evitable as the freedom of man. 
| When the freedom of the press 
exceeds the freedom of man it has 
gone beyond freedom. It has be- 
come license,

press, but we cannot try its free.

A BONNET FOR A BABY DOLL 

If you have a baby doll, here 1s 
how to make a pretty little bonnet 
from a straight piece of material 
(as shown in picture 1), It is 
gathered on one side about % inch 
from the edge as shown in picture 
2, leaving a straight piece on each 
side. When the thread is drawn 
quite tight, draw together the two 
little straight pieces which you 
have left on each side of the gath- 
ers, and you will have the little 
round shape shown in picture 3 
This represents the back of our 
bonnet. 

On each point of the front a rtb- 
bon is sewn to fasten the bonnet 
under the chin, To trim the little 
bonnet, put a flat piece of lace 
over the front edge, as shown in 
picture 1, while a tiny frilling of 
face sewn inside all around will 
give a soft finish Make your 
stitches very close together so that 
they will not show, 

A round piece of cardboard,

should be covered with 
terial and adorned with lace or 
feather-stitching to cover up the 


gathered circle at the back. 

The two little bunches of ribbon 
which are fastened to the top (see 
picture 4) are not so easy to make 
‘There is a right way and a wrong 
way to make a ribbon bows 

The right way is to tie a little 
foop with strong thread (a long 
thread is required), bringing an- 
other loop by the side of the first 
one, then a third and a fourth, We 
must always twist the same thread 
round and round the ribbon with- 
out using a needle until the rosette 
fs formed. The rosette is then 
secured to the bonnet with a couple 
pf strong stitches. 

Some milliners first make and 
trim their hats in muslin, which 
can be cut, sewn, done and undone 
until the shape is perfect. This Is 
the way in which you should first 
try to make this little bonnet, Try 
ét in muslin or crepe paper, which 
is soft and elastic, In making a 
model out of crepe paper, we need 
mot be afraid of spoiling good ma 
terial, 

HOW TO BLOW A BRICK OVER 

An ordinary building bric k is set 
mp at the end of a table, Then you 
challenge one of your friends to 
blow it over, He will puff away 
at a great rate, but the brick will 
remain firmly in place, 

It is now your turn to blow. You 
first place the brick upon & paper 
bag, leaving the open end of the 
bag dangling over the edge of the 
table, Then gathering up the edges 
of the open end, you blow into the 
bag, As the air rushes in, the bag 
will gradually fill and the brick 
will topple over.

Flourine Latest 
Dental Weapon 


The “new ray of hope” in the 
dental profession's fight to lessen 
tooth decay is flourine, it is stated 


by the Canadian Dental Associa- 
tion, In a message issued in con- 
junction with National Health 
Week, the dental association says 
that if water supplies can be 
mechanically infiltrated with the 
required amount of flourine with- 
out harmful results, “we can look 
forward to a gratifying lessening 
in the future In the prevalence of 
denta] decay.” 

Flourine is an element that is a 
close relative to chlorine, which 
latter is used in purification of 
water supplies. It was discovered 
that in localities where there is a 
natural supply of flourine in the 
water supply (one part per mil- 
lion is an ideal percentage) the 
prevalence of dental decay was 
lessened by 60 per cent 

Flourine is present in this per 
centage in relatively only a few 
places throughout the world, but 
experiments are now being carried 
out In Canada and the United 
States to determine if adding the 
required quantity by mechanical 
means will obtain the same re- 
sult as when it is naturally present 

It will take from five to seven 
years to determine this, according 
to the dental association state- 
ment, which adds that careful 
scientific studies are being made 
to determine the action of flourine 
on all parts of the body

Gandhi Plot

NEW DELHI, Jan, 31.—(BUP)— 
Police, investigating the assassina- 
tion of Mohandas Gandhi today 
arrested 15 persons in Bombay and 
charged that the murder was part 
of a conspiracy which has “spread 
its tentacles around New Delhi.” 

The 15 arrested in Bombay were 
charged as being in the conspiracy 
with Narayan Vinayak Gadse, ex- 
tremist Hindu editor from Poona, 
who shot Gandhi. 

Gadse was quoted by police today 
with admitting that he and a band 
of five conspirators had plotted to 
kill Gandhi and had been respon- 
sible for the unsuccessful bombing 
of Birla House January 20 

When the bomb plot failed the 
conspirators, according to Gadse, 
determined to make individual at- 
tempts at assassination, 

Police believed the group, com- 
ing from the bitterly-reactionary 
Hindu region of Poona, near Bom- 
bay, had laid a carefully calculated 
plot to overthrow the moderate 
regime of Premier Pandit Jawa- 
harlal Nehru by striking first at 
Gandhi and then at other moder- 
ates, including Nehru and his Mos- 
lem associate, Maulana Azad, 

The plot, police officials said, “as

had originated with members of 
the secret militant Hindu organiza- 
tign known as Rashtriya Sweak 
Sangha (Political Servants of the
